London, Jan. 19, 3:43 p. m.—Harold J. Tennant, parlia-
mentary under-secretary for war, announced in the house of
commons this afternoon that the total German casualties as
published in the Berlin casualty lists to date, total 2,535,768.
Of this number he said 588,986 were killed.

The war under-secretary said the German wounded and
missing numbered 1,566,549 while 356,153 men had been
taken prisoner. In addition 24,080 Germans had died from
various causes.

“The wireless news of the surrender of the Montenegrin
army appears somewhat premature. [t is now announced
from another source that negotiations between Austria and
Montenegro have been broken, the conditions of surrender im-
posed by Austria having been found quite unacceptable by
Montenegro.

CUMMINS WOULD
ELIMINATE GRAFT

Iowa Senator Urges Manufac-
ture of All War Munitions
By Government Plants.

SHOULD ACT PROMPTLY

Would Make It Impossible §
Any Man or Firm to M:k:r
Money Out of War.

—

Washington, Jan. 19.—Elimination
of private profit as an influence for
war by government manufacture of all
war munitions was urged in the sen-
ale today by Senator Cummins of
Iowa, Republican., He pleaded for
prompt adoption of his measurs which
would authorize a special committee
to inquire into the most feasible plan
for acquiring and constructing plants
to supply the army and navy with all
arms, ammunition and equipment, in-
cluding warships, and to report on
the legislation necessary to prevent
private manufacture of such products.

“I agree that war may come to this
country,” Senator Cumming declared,
“but If comes it must be the result
of the calm, dispassionate, loyal pur-
Posg to meet the awful scourge be-
cause there s no other way of de-
fending our civilization, our Institu-
tions and our honor.

I do not mssert that eVery person
or corporation which may profit from
war would Incite war, but I do assert
that all such persons and assoclations
are not competent to judge the con-
troversies which may lead to con-
flict and inasmuch as they cannot be
removed from the great panel of the
republic, they ought to be removed
from the business out of which the
interest grows, It ought to be made
impoesible, sg far as the power of the
government s concerned, for any man
or corporation to make money out of
WAar.

Present Attitude of Arms Makers

“In this critical moment what is the
attitude of the makers of arms ani
munitions? Without exception so far
as I know they are insisting upon
the most comprehensive program
which it ls possible to conceive and
they are employing through all the
cliannels and all the instrumetalities
which mould public thought, all the
resourves at thelr command, for a
completeness of preparation that
would turn this country into a mili-
tary camp and practlcally destroy all
ambition, save the ambition to over-
come by force of arms the entire
world."
